CONFEDERATE CONGRESS.
RicEMOXD, January 14th, 1804,

Discussiens 1n secret session was continued th's meorn-
ing.

Communications from the Presidsnt, cenveying late re-
ports of General Hindman, and the names of soldiers pro-
moted ifrom the ranks for distinguished conduct on the
field, were 'presented to ths House, and prdered to be
printed.

The Military Committee reported a bill to repeal the
existing law organizing bands of partizan rangers.

The House tock up, discussed, amended and passea the
general appropriatiom bill to carry em the operations of
Government for six months, ending first July next, amonnt-
ing to over fuar huondred and fifty millions. The rules
were susperded, and the bill sent to the Benate at
onoe.

In the Senate the Military Committee was discharged
from the consideration of the petition of dentists, to be
declared exempt. '

The Committee on the Juliciary repried a bill to grant
a special copyright to General Hardee,,with a slight amend-
meut. The bill was postponed until to-morrow.

The same committee reperted a bill anthorizing district
sttorneys to investigate the accounts of all disbarging efli
cers and Government contractors, and when he has reason
to believe they have realized money from Government
funds other than thuse of their salary, or failed to execu:e
their contracts, be shall commence snit against them in
the District Court, and no transfer of property shall defeat
the colleetion of the awards of courts against them.

The same committes reported balk the bill to limit the
time eof Cabinet cfficers to two years, unless re-nominated
by the Preaident snd confirmed by the Senate, with an
amendment, that the term of those now in gffice
expire on the eighteenth of February next, and recommend
that the bill pass. Majority and minority reports of great
ability and research were presinted. The former by Mr.
Semmes, of Louisians, and the latter by Mr. Hill, of Geor-
gia. They were orderod to be printed. The bill was placed
on the calender.

The aunoal report of the Commissioner ef Patents was
made to Congress this morning. Last year there were 11¢
applications made, 47 caveats filed, £9 palents i=sned and
13 Uuited Btates patents and assignments thercof, in whole
or in part, recorded and revived. 1 patent granted a citi-
zen of Bavaria ; 33 to Virginis ; 11 to Georgia; 9to Mis-
souri; 8 to Texas; 7 to North Carolina; 6 to Alabama;
4 to Missizsippi; 4 to Louisiana; 3 to Kentacky; 2 to
HBouth Carolina ; 1 to Arizona. 31 are for improvementa
in fire arms, projectiles, implements of war and machinery-
Of thoir manufactore a fair proportion bas been adopted
by the Government and proved to be practicable to the
service. More than s third of the applications for Patents
are for inventions of this natore. A great namber of illite
rate men, far from gounrces of information have arrived at
facts which the scierca of the world has discovered through
much toil and investigation, and sometimes never discover-
ed till since this war, by men withount the aid of science or
information. The cffise is sel{.smstaining and no expense
tothe Government. The whole number of patents granted
since the organization of the Government is 223.

LATE NORTHERN NEWS,
Oraxgx C. H., Jan. 15th, 1864,

Northern dates of the 8th and 9th instants kave beesn re_
ceived.

Yowe, of Wisconsin, introduced a bill in the Yankee Sen
a'e on the 7th, reciting onr croelty to the Yankee prison-
ers, and requesting Lincoln to call out for service one mil-
ion volunteers, to serve for ninety days, unless soorer dis-
chargad, to carry food, &o., to every captive held in the
rebel prisons, and te plamt the flag of the United States
upon every prison. Lineoln is also requested to place
Graot in command of these, together with such force in the
fisld as may be gained with them—Comgress to adjourn
from March 4th to June 4th, and ali the members ander 50
years to take part. Thia bill was referred to the Commit-
tee on Military Affuirs, and passed the Yankee House of
Representatives on the Tih—by yeas 28, nays 14. A motion
to lay it on the table, made by Cox, of Ohio, baving been
rejected, declaring that as the eombination at Richmond
has no rightfal asthority over the people, or any portion of
the pational Unicn, amd no warrant but conspiracy and

with them sheuld be rejected without hesitation.

Rogers, of New Jersey, on the same day, offered a reso.
lutien that whilst in favor of a united, vigorous, and deter-
mined prosecation of the war for the maintensnce of the
Cons'itution and laws, yet we are for conciliation and com-
promise as far as consistent with honorable and ldsting
peace, and proposes the appointment of Commissioners on
the part of the Federal Government to meet commissioners
similarly appointed by the iasurgenmt Btates, to congider
whether any, and if any, what plan may Le adcpted con-
sistent with the honor and dignity of bpstions, based
solely on the recovery of the Union, by which the war may
be ended, was tabled —yeas 18, nays, 42.

Another resolution was offsred, whichk lics over, re-
Questing the President to use all efforts, consistent with
bonor, to procure an exckange of prisozers ; and if it can-
not be extended to all of them, to as many as possible.
Myers, of Penneylvania, on the same day, offered a reso
lation, saserting that the war should be waged on the Fed'
eral side until the traitors and abettors are conguered into
love for the Union, or made obedient to the Constitutions
and take the oath of allegiance and submissiop te Lineoln's
late proclamstion. When this is acoomplished, and the
leading rebel traitors hong, the war should cease.

The three Yankee steamera then com-
menced shelling most furigusly, and suezeeded in setting
the Dare on fire, but the tide being cut, the Confeder-
ates boarded her and cxtiugnisﬁed the flames. Next
moruieg the bufll:d parsuers again venled their impo-
tent spite by thiowiug shells, which was coanticued,
without doing any damage, until the evening, when
they withdrew, completely baliled in their designs, and
with the loss of a cousiderable portion of their
crews, and two fine launches, which are in our posses-
sion.

Capt. Skinner deserves much credit for bis courage
acd sesmanship in eludiog hie pursuers. Duriog the
chasz of nine bours upward of a hundred atells were
thrown at his vess-l, many of which psssed over ber,
and five paseed between the stecam tunrels. .

The bill of Mr. Miles, to which we alluded Tuesday,
is understood, and we believe has been expressly avowe!',
to be intended for the bencfit of the Marylanders of age
to bear arms residing ambng ws. In the course of the
discussion hard things have been said of Marylanders
in gemeral, without, we thick, safficient cause. ‘I'bere
are, it 1s true, ameng us many persons irem Baltimore
who were the eurse of that great city as lomg =s they
rcmaived in it, and who will always be the eurse of any
city in which, for the time, they may happen to take up
their residence. Yet it does seem to ne very hard that
the pame of a whele Btate should sufler from the aots
of a handful of desperadocs who may happen to have
been born within ite limits. Let wus irake the case onr
own. BSuppose some extraordinary convalsion should
banizh the whole body of our native-born rowdies—and
we have encugh of them Heaven knows—to seme city
gouth of us—Charleston, for instance. Suppose they
sbeuld practice there the arts they have learnea here ua-
til the whole population rose up agsiast them ss ope
man. Weould we not think it bard that old Virginia
should be stigmatiz-d for the acts of these her degener
ate childrep—children whom she would ecorn to ownp,
and of whose deeds she would be deeply ashamed? There
it po Virginian who would pet protest against any
jadgmeut found againat bis State upon testimony such
as this. Yet this 18 precitely the leatimonL apoo which
Marylacd hss been judged. The Plug Ugly and the
Blood Tub are teken as types of that race [romm whom
sprang Howard, Williams, and Smith, in the war of the
old Revolation—whbvee fathers fought by the side of
eurs at Guilford, at Camden, at Ninety-Six, and at
Kutaw—whose institutions are the same with oar own,
end of whose sons many who have laid dewa their lives
since this war began, fighting in this canse, which i

When the conscript law was on its passage in the
epring of 1862, the most prominent among the Mary-
landers who resided among us, dssired its provigions to
embrace all citizens of Maryland residiog in noy of the
Southern States. Tuese views were presented to difls
reat members of Uongress by citizens el Marylaud,
and the evils which woald follew any exemption of their
countrymen were at the same time clearly pointed ont.
They did not, bowever, impress the miods of the mem
bera 80 deep'y as to produce any modification of the
law, and the Marylanders were left omt. This fact is
stated by a writer in the Eoquirer, of Monday, and
was well koown before. 1'he nseful clags of Maryland-
ers feared the very thing which bas happencd, and o
expressed themselves—namely, that the vicious class of
their countrymen fisdiag that toey were not liable to
conscription, would congregate here in large numbers,
and by their vices excite prejudices agaioe! all M .ry
landers. 'I'he better class of them are at this mom:ul
all in favor of ex'endiug the conscription to Maryland.

Buat why shouid congiessional invective ba reserved
for Marylacd alone? Are Maryianders the only meu
who negieet their duty ? Is there no neglect of duty in
Uongress itseif at this moment, when the enemy is stir-
ring beaven and earth against ns? What have they
done, that members should be go ready to hari their an-
athemas against Maryland as the ouly siouer * The law
requires that an accuser should go into court with clean
bauds. Hold up your hands, gentlemen of both Houes!

Where were
the balance of the 111,000 m/n on Bragg’s master roll
wher he fought the battle of Chickamanga with less
than 40,000 ? Where were the 100,000 that Lee ooght
to have bad when he fought the battle of Bharpsburg
with but 35,0007 Where ure the stragglere and de
serters who swarm in the mounstains and iufest the low-
er ceuntry like locusts 7 Depend upon it, il the Mary-
landers have sioned deeply they bave siuned at least 1n
eompany. :

It is evideny to every man who will take the trouble
to think, that those Marylanders who arg among us are
as deeply interested in the success of our cause aa we
can possibly be. They can never go back to their

in the South or they can live nowhere. W hatever late
t may befall us must be their fate also. In the meantime
they have gent us many brave soldiers—men who have
fought s well as any in the Confederate army. 'The
mechapics of Maryland form so large a body that if
they fall under the conscription we understand some of
the public works will be stopped entirely. We hops at
least some caution will be observed in this respect.—
We hope, moreover, that if it is determined to conscribe
these men Congressiren will at Jeast cease to use to-
wards them and their State that flippant, jeering style
of invective wbich can ouly irritate and cannot answer
any good purpose. N
